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Continuation of 13. Other: The proposed amendments raise new issues because they were not recited previously in the pending claims. 
As a result, a new search is required. 

Because the comunication network (see unit 3 from Figure 1 ) employed by Hasegawa is wireless (see column 5) and because 
Applicant's claims do not limit the receiving terminal to a cellular phone, the user terminal of Hasegawa (see unit 2 from Figure 1) is 
functionally equivalent to Applicant's claimed receiving terminal. 

Applicant alleges Hasegawa does not teach the claimed recognition data. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because the key 
information (see column 6) of Hasegawa is the same as the claimed recognition data. 

Applicant also incorrectly argues Hasegawa does not teach the recognition data and the corresponding compressed digital data are 
capable of being separately transmitted/received. Because Hasegawa explicitly indicates the server 1 reads out the main section 
(corresponding compressed digital data) and key information (recognition data) from the databases 4 and 5 and transmits these sections 
to the user terminal (see column 12), Hasegawa teaches the recognition data and the corresponding compressed digital data are capable 
of being separately transmitted/received. 
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
